Regard’ng the accounts in the Eng- 
lish newspapers of the disappearance 
of the Ascot cup on the day ot his 
arrival in England, Mr. Clemens told 
the representatives of the newspapers 
laughingly that he had the Ascot cup 
aboard. He added, however, that he 
had nothing to do with the robbery 
of the Dublin crown jewels, saying: 
“From the character they had worked 
up for me, they would know that I 
would have taken the safe as well as 
the jiewels,’’ 

Mr, Clemens’ stateroom number 
was “23,” but he said that was some 
one else’s joke and not his, He was 
informed that the old Clemens home- 
stead it, Hannibal, Missouri, was soon 
to be sold, Hie quickly replied that 
to his knowledge the old homestead 
had burned four times. Pressed to 
tell the best joke he nad heard in 
England Clemens said that he was 
“keeping that,’’ Asked if he had en- 
joyed his dinner with King Edward 
Mr. Clemens replied that the King 
did. Speaking of English humor Mr. 
Clemens said: “It’s all nonsense to 
say that this or that nation has no 
sense of humor, We re all alike in 
this world, We see things from dif. 
ferent view-points, and the humorous 
features appear to us in various 
phases,”’

THOUGH DEPOSED 
IS STILL A FORCE 


Late Korean Emperor Is At 
Head Of Plots Against The 
Throne. 


Seoul, July 22.—The discovery of a 
plot against the throne, resulted in 
the arrest between midnight and 
dawn to-day, of one of the elder state- 
men of Korea, together with Pak 
Yungho, who was yesterday appoint- 
ed minister of the imperial —house- 
hold. Yi Do Chai, grand chamber- 
lain of the former emperor, and oth- 
er Korean officers, 

The Japanese residency here has 
placed the whole responsibility for 
the arrest made this morning general- 
ly on the throne, disclaiming inter- 
vention, which, it is asserted, would 
be an unnecessary invasion of affairs 
which are purely Korean. On = ac- 
count of the fact that every Japanese 
soldier here is needed to guard the 
barracks of the Korean troops, guards 
have refused to protect houses of for- 
eigners in the suburbs, and their oc- 
cupants, who have been threatened 
in anonymous communications, and 
have been given refuge in the foreign 
quarter of the city. Reinforcements 
of Japanese troops are not expected 
until July 24th, and it is impossible 
to adequately protect the city, so as 
to prevent the gathering of mobs 
which have assembled during the last 
two days. 

The intervention of the former em- 
peror in the affairs of to day is evi- 
denced by the fact that he prevailed 
upon his son, the present emperor, to 
refuse his signature to a proclamation 
framed by the cabinet. the object of 
which was,to call upon the people to 
restore order. The appointinent of 
Pak Yungho to his present post, is 
another evidence of the refusal of the 
deposed sovereign to surrender power, 
and there reason to believe that 
he is playing to precipitate an out- 
break on his reserve, 

The ministers of war, justice and 
education were assembled at the pal- 
ace at five o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The remainder of the cabinet 
joined them at ten o’clock in the eve- 
ning. The full cabinet deliberated 
until this morning. The minister of 
war has reported to Marquis Ito, the 
Japanese resident general, that he 
has no control over or communica- 
tion with the army. The former, em- 
peror is responsible for four anti- 
Japanese conspiracies since his abdi- 
cation, The first conspiracy consisted 
in ordering the Imperial guards to 
rush the palace on the night of July 
19. The second is found in the defi- 
ance of the minister of war by the 
Korean army. The third was the at- 
tack on the police at the Great Hill. 
which the Japanese have proof to 
show was lead by an army officer, 
and the fourth congisted in his direct 
manipulation of the junctions of the 
present emperor, 

The villas belonging to deposed 
members of the former cabinet were 
burned down between seven o’clock 
and midnight last night. The elec- 
tric plant is now under guard, and all 
night long the Japanese town was un- 
der the vigilance of fire patrols. Po- 
lice reserves have arrived here from 
Taike, Sensational rumors are eur- 
rent that three cruisers with ability 
to land one thousand bluejackets are 
making their way te Chemulpo. 

Hotbed of Intrigue. 

Tokio, July 22.—Telegrams from 
Seoul states that intrigues on an ex- 
tensive scale are now in progress. It 
is declared that the palace is now a 
hotbed of illicit plots and conspirac- 
ies, The placing on the throne of the 
new emperor has aggravated the jeal- 
ousy between the followers of his 
mother, Princess Ming and the moth- 
er of Prince Ying, each having a 
large following This state of affairs 
is being taken advantage of by poli- 
ticians, who are Aistrustful of one an- 
other. Dissatisfaction is spreading 
rapidly and riotings of the people 
throughout the peninsula are appre 
hended,

Shortly after the collision the steam- 
ers Roanoke and George W, Elder, 
and the steam schooner Daisy Mitch- 
ell, all southbound, came on the 
scene and stood by, The Elder took 
the San Pedro in tow and the latest 
reports announce — their arrival in 
Eureka. ‘The steel of the San Pedro 
was smashed to splinters, one of the 
masts was snapped off at the Heck, 
She was settling and she had a heavy 
list when taken in tow, Capt. Han. 
sen remained on board. The Daisy 
Mitchel! offered assistance to the Elder 
but thic was declined. She picked up 
a lifeboat and a raft of the Columbia 
and brought them to this city, Near) 
the scene of the wreck the Roanoke 
picked up a life raft and found un- 
derneath it the dead body of a pas- 
senger supposed to be Edward But- 
ler, of Portamouth,, N,H. 

Meagre Details Only. 

The offices of the Merchants’ ex- 
chang, in his city, and of the various 
newspapers have been besieged since 
early morning by relatives and friends 
of the Columbia’s passengers, but the 
insistent and tearful requests for in- 
formation of the victims and the res- 
cued remained unsatisfied, Beyond 
the reported facts that Butler was 
drowned and that Capt. Doran went 
down with his ship, few details of cas- 
ualties have been received. Presi- 
dent Frey, of the steamship com- 
pany, said this afternoon that the 
Columbia lies in deep water and fif, 
teen miles off shore, and that for the 
present at least no attempt will be 
mude to raise her, Capt, Doran was 
regarded by the officials of the Sana 
Francisco and Portland Steamship Co, 
as one of the ablest seamen who ever 
operated a vessel on the coast. His 
career had been free from accidents 
and this was the first disaster that 
had befallen any vessel over which 
he held command, 

Rescued Passengers Arrived at Eureka 

Eureka, Cal,, July 22--Of the 249 
persons on the steamer Columbia 
which was run into and sunk early 
Sunday morning by the lumber-laden 
echooner, San Pedro, one hundred and 
jorty-lour were brought here today by 
the steamer Elder, Of these 107 were 
passengers and 37 members of the 
crew ow the Columbia. Besides this 
four lifeboats are reported ‘to have 
been picked up, one containing 13 
people, another 18 and the third 15, 
The number in the fourth boat is mot 
given, 


Four Life Boats And Two Rafts 


Men Took To These And Women Ail 
Lost, According To Passenger On Steamer 
Which Arrived On Scene After 


Collision. 


All of the passengers and crew who 
were landed here are from far western 
states or the interior of the country. 
The saved passengers include women 
as well as men, The recapitulation 
of the saved and the lost from pres- 
ent information, is us follows: Colum. 
bia, crew saved 37, crew missing 83, 
'yotal 1960; saved in lifeboats 49, re- 
;dueing the total missing to 56, al. 
though some confusion prevails as to 
the exact number. 

Of the tour lifeboats picked up in 
Shelter Cove, the first contaired 26 
persons, three seamen and 13 passeng- 
ers, of which two were dead, F, O, 
Leurs, of Passadena, was in the boat 
with the body of his wife. She died 


from exposure. He lost his boy of 
nine years and his girl of twelve 
years, The other dead person in the 


boat was a man dressed only in an 
widershirt. The names of sixteen of 
the saved here are not found on the 
steamship company’s list, Among the 
survivors brought to this port by the 
Elder are a number of school teach- 
ers who were on their return from the 
annual convention of the National Ed.

Scene of Disaster Described by Eye- 
Witness. 


Oakland, Cal,, July 22—P, C. Walk- 
er, a Passenger on the steamship 
Roanoke, arrived today from Port. 
land, described the havoc and the 
scenes of disaster which were witnes- 
sed after the collision of the vessels. 
He said: “The Roanoke was bound 
south and at noon Sunday we reach- 
ed the scene of the collision, The 
surface of the sea all around was 
strewn with the wreckage of the lost 
vessels and the deck houses of the 
San Pedro and the deck load of lum. 
ber she was carrying at the time. of 
the collision, Lhe steamship Geo, W 
Elder and two steam schooners were 
at the scene of the wreck, The Elder 
had a line fastened to the San Pedro 
and her officers and crew were en- 
deavoring to get a tow line about the 
jatter in order to tow her to port. The 
San Pedro’s after mast had been 
broken off even with the smokestack, 
She was badly listed and waterlogged 
end so low down at the stern that the 
sea swept the after deck, 

“While we drifted across the bows 
of the Elder several memvers of the 
crew ot the San Pedro and Columbia 
who had been rescued by the Elder, 
requested us to report to their fam- 
ilies and friends that they were sate. 
We noticed the shipwrecked passeng- 
ers of the Columbia on the deck of 
the Elder, clothed in table cloths aud 
other temporary covering and a large 
bier on the upper deck on which the 
bodies recovered from the sea were 
piled and covered with an American 
flag, 


Empty Lifeboat Found. 

As the Roanoke could be of no ser- 
vice she resumed her course south- 
ward, 

“After we had proceeded several 
miles from the scene of the wreck we 
sighted two life crafts and two boats. 
Neither had any living thing aboard, 
One ot the life rafts was secured. The 
water keg had been wrenched from 
the deck and the bolts which held the 
deck t» the hull and had been drawn 
and bent, showing that the raft had 
been damaged as it was launched 
from the boat, When the raft was 
being raised to the Roanoke’s deck 
the bedy of a man floated from un- 
der it. This was secured and putled 
aboard, A life preserver encircled the 
bedy ané the horrified expression on 
the face indicated that death was not 
due ivom drowning but fright. He 
wis fully dressed, save for the head 
covering. He had evidently dressed 
himself hurriedly for his vest was put 
on inside out, They searched the 
body for something to identify him 
and found a letter in one of his pock- 
ets addressed to butler, Portland. The 
initials I have forgotten,” 

Rammed in a Heavy Running Sea. 

“Everything about the scene of the 
disaster aud the condition of the San 
Pedro indicated that the Ban Pedro 
had struck the Columbia squarely 
amidships and the Ban Pedro's stern 
had suffered no damage while the sea 
was littered with the wreckage of the 
lower cebins of the foundered steam- 
‘er, No effort was made to transfer 
any of the survivors of the disaster 
from the decks of the Elder to the 
Roanoke, Perhaps this was due to 
the fact that the wind was blowing 
strongly and a heavy eea was running 
at the time. We presumed that the 
Elder would carry the living and 
dead and tow the waterlogged San 
Pedro to Humboldt Bay,”

and was given a severe grilling in the 
cross-examination by McGee's coun. 
sel, The prisoner witness, however, 
maintained his characteristic calm 
throughout. He denied that he was 
in Coeur D’Alenes, the time McGee 
swore to meeting with him at Wallace. 
©. Waller, the other witness for the 
defense, who is under perjury charges 
was today bound over for trial in the 
district court. 

The excellent character and consist- 
ent philanthropy of the Western Fed.

Court Room Crowded,

Richardson declared, was that no mat- 
ter whether Orchard committed the 
crimes which he confessed, oo con.

Orchard and the defendant. Discus- 
sing the Vindicator mine explosion, 
Mr. Richardson declared that the 
preponderance of the testimony show- 
ed it was an accident, Orchard's tes. 
timony as to receiving money from 
the Western Federation for crimes 
was not corroborated by a single wit- 
ness, Mr. Richardson asserted, and 
should not be considered. As to the 
coming of the militia to Cripple 
Creek, Mr. Richardson said that they 
came at the behest of the Mine Own- 
ers’ association, whose members were 
asscased so much a month to pay the 
certificates of indebtedness of the 
state. Mr, Richardson declared that 
while under the ruling of the conrt, 
he was not allowed to discuss the de- 
portations from Cripple Creek or the 
employment of detectives in the vari- 
ous miners’ unions.

EXTENSIVE ALTERATIONS. 


The Gallagher Hull Meat Co. have 
completely overhauled their meat 
store on Jasper avenue. The work 
of renovation has been in progress the 
last month. A new glass and marble 
front has replaced the old one. 

The most modern methods and ap- 
pliances have been introduced for the 
storing and preservation of dressed 
meats. At the rear of the shop on 
the ground floor is a large beef cooler, 
1s ieet by 36 feet with) a capacity of 
13 beef carcases. A constant tempera 
ture of 30 degrees Fahrenheit is main- 
tained. <A refrigerator counter with 
glass and sides has been installed 
for the storage cf butter and vege- 
tables. 

In the cellar, which is lighted by 
means of luxifer prisms, is situated 
ai ammouia freezing plant operated 
by a five horsepower electric motor, 
which is used for reducing the tem- 
perature in the refrigerators, cooling 
and freezing rooms. ‘Two freezing 
apartments, 12 feet by 13 feet, have 
been fitted up in the cellar with a 
constant temperature of 20 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero. In one of 
these apartments, the supplies of fish 
ure kept in a frozen state, while the 
other is similarly utilized for freezing 
mutton, veal and poultry.
